PEARL ASSURANCE. 

Mr. George ‘Tilley, the chairman of the 
Pearl Assurance, in his comprehensive ad- 
dress at the company’s ebuual meeting, did 
not disappoint insurance shareholders and 
ok seme mete and general observers particu- 
arly interested this year in what insurance 
company chairmen have to say about the pros- 
pects of a reduction in long-term interest. 
rates and its possible effect upon insurance 
business (says he Financial News). 
Naturally, everybody would grant as a self- 
evident fact his affirmation that “little short 
of a general economic disaster conld en- 
danger the company’s financial position,’’ but 
the future of policyholders’ bonuses and 
shareholders’ dividends, even with a com- 
pany which has such huge published and 
“hidden ” reserves as Pearl Assurance, is 
complicated by the reduction in interest rates. 
the importance of which Mr Tilley himself 
emphasised. He had evidently concluded, 
however, that, given a judicious investment 
policy, earnings need not in all probability 
suffer seriously from conversion operations, 
scaling down of international debts, or re- 
duction in retvrns from new investment. Cer- 
tainly the 1932 experience was encouraging, 
as there was a barely perceptible decline in 
the rate of return on the invested funds, 
though, presumably, in the absence of super- 
humanly acute investment management, there 
is liable to be some further fall. However, 
the board felt fully justified in increasing 
the bonuses both in the ordinary and indus- 
trial branches by an appreciable margin, 
though their determination to view the un- 
certainties of the future in a conservative 
light is reflected in the still more stringent 
basis on which the ordinary branch valuation 
has been carried out. The bulk of Mr. 
Tilley’s speech was, of course, devoted to 
the detail of the company’s business during 
1952, and he expressed justifiable satisfaction 
at the. welcome expansion, which had been 
achieved under difficult. conditions. 


RUSSIAN BANK TO BE WOUND UP. 

Mr. Justice Maugham, in the Chancery 
Division, London, made an order for the 
compuisory winding-up of the Russian Bank 
for Foreign Trade, without prejudice to a 
possible claim ly the Crown on the basis of 
the property in this country being bona 
vacantia (without an owner). The petition 
was brought by Mr. Phillip Zinn, a general 
merchant, of Priory road, N.W., who claimed 
to be a creditor for £23,000. The Judge held 
that, as a result of Russian revolutionary 
legislation, the bank had legally ceased to 
exist, and that its London branch had been 
for fifteen years “a submerged wreck float- 
ing on the. ocean of commerce, without com- 
pass, officers or crew.” 


GRAND TRUNK SENIORS. 

The Grand Trunk f£en‘or Stocks Co., Ltd., 
has been asked to reconsider the wording of 
the petition presented to the Canadian House 
of Commons, which stated that First and 
Second Pre‘erence stocks were largely he'd as 
trustees’ investments; doubts are expressed 
regarding the trustee status of these stocks. 
The original First and Second Bonds were 
guaranteed by the Canadian Government, and 
the proceeds of the issue were pa.d over to 
Messrs. Baring, as London agents. of the 
Government. After the 1873 conversion, the 
Dominion Parliament enacted that the First 
and Second Preference stocks should be en- 
titled to a dividend of 5 per cent. per annum 
in perpetuity, and the guarantee of the 
Government for regular payment was trans- 
ferred to these stocks. The Board is, there- 
fore, of opin.on that the wording used in the 
petition is justified.

FINANCIAL RESULTS. 

The railway receipts again showed a heavy 
decline, 7.46 per cent., and although the 
financial condition of the country undoubtedly 
improved during the year, the heavy indus- 
tries have not yet responded. 

As regards the system of licensing of 
passenger vehicles, we have exerc.sed the 
right on every suitable occasion to lay out 
before the Traffic Commissioners throughout 
the country information as to the railway 


facilities provided between points between 


which read service licences were being sought 
for the operation of road) services in com- 
petition with our rail services, and no apphi- 
cation prejudicial to your company has gone 
unopposed where representations were appro- 


priate. 

Whilst in a fair proportion of the cases a 
measure of success has resulted from our 
intervention, it cannot be said that in general 
the Commissioners have construed Section 72 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1930, as intended to 
afford protection to the railway company from 
wasteful competition, more particularly by the 
class of road serv.ce which exists mainly to 
extract traffic from the previously existing 
means of communication. Nor can it be said 
that the passenger road service question in 
relation to legitimate railway claims has been 
satisfactorily solved, but that is partly be- 
cause such extensive serv.ces were allowed to 
grow up before the railways were given 
power to participate. 


ROAD TRANSPORT. 

On the goods side, the powers have enabled 
us to improve our tranship arrangements, and 
to join in throughout road transport to a 
gradually growing extent, but quite often we 
are unable to compete on the road with other 
individual road users because we have a 

ublic position to maintain over wages, hours, 
Cadieg and efficiency. Sometimes road rates 
have been quoted against us which would 
not be enough to cover our wage payments 
alone on the road. Moreover, we are loth to 
embark on a large duplicate capital outlay 
for a mere transfer of revenue, unless it is 
absolutely necessary. With the road hauliers, 
numbering some thousands of independent 
concerns, the procedure of investment adopted 
on the passenger side would have been in- 
effective. The mere grant to the railways of 
road freight powers is, therefore, no solution 
of their road difficulties in itself. Nor was it 
possible to work out a co-ordinated scheme 
whereby each agency should function where 
it is most convenient and economic, because 
one agency was favoured by a complete ab- 
sence of reasonable restriction, and by hidden 
financial assistance. 


CARRIAGE ON VALUABLE GOODS. 
The classification of charges for railway 
carriage has, for a century, been based on the 
rinciple that valuable goods can stand a 
higher proportionate charge than merely bulky 
goods, and, as a matter of public policy, 
the overhead charges have not been placed 
fully upon the heavy trades, but have been 
horne to a disproportionate extent by the 
lighter and more valuable commodities, the 
industr.es of the country baring. ote built up 
with this factor as an essen ingredient. 
Obviously a competitor with no common 
carrier obligations can base charges on 
cost. of service, and finds it easy to quote 
com} etitive rates for those particular classes 
by themselves, since he has no obligations to 
carry the low-rated heavy goods; nor is it 
to the public advantage that coal and iron- 
stone should be put on the roads for long 
distances. The railways find those traffics 
which contribute most to their on-cost 
severely depleted by road competition, and 
are naturaliy reluctant, in the state of in- 
dustry, to transfer those expenses to the 
heavy trades by increasing their rates. 
Hence, the whole basis of classification 
of rates is being undermined, beth here and 
abroad, Moreover, the necessity for the rail- 
way to quote the same rates to all its 
customers for a particular service makes the 
reduction of a rate to meet the circumstances 
of a particular case very difficult, for the 
total cost of the concession on the whole of 
its traffic of the kind may he prohibitive, 
The ratlway’s power to make reasonable 
arrangements with particular firms has 
recently been succesSfully challenged, when 
an arrangement for charging a composite 
rate on the consignments of a Bristol firm, 
thus saving clerical and other costs on both 
sides, while Highly valuable to all parties, 
was declared to be illegal. It would not, of 
course, be illegal for any road haulier to make 
bargains of this kind, and the situation thus 
created is under urgent tion with 
a view to representations to the Government 
for remedial legislation. While we believe 
that reasonable regulation of conditions mast 
be in the interests of all branches of the 
transport service, if it is not to fall into 
chaos, which in the long run will inflict far

THE STATE AND ROAD TRAFFIC. 

Now ‘what has been the attitude of the 
State towards the development and finance 
of road use, especially in relation te existing 
interests which, as it had limited them, it 
was really obligated to see were not un- 
justly treated’? QObvi » it has not desired 
to hinder the advance of so important a new 
industrial and social asset as the internal 
combustion engine, and the attention it 
lavished upon the improvement of the 
System which that advance in mechanism 
made necessary, and which, in turn, made 
the advance possible, has, no doubt, been 
proper up te a point, But the State has 
fitfully been a little uneasy that in creating 
new capital values and conveniences it was 
helping to destroy old ones. On the railways’ 
application for powers in 1921, the official ms 
was actually stated that the question how 
long the road user should get his road system 
free compared with the railway was for 
Parhament to consider at‘its proper time. 
Over a period eb st in their various repre- 
sentations, the ys have pressed on the 
Government the ig inequalities of treat- 
ment, and in 1928 the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer's Budget speech frankly acknow- 
ledged the Government’s obligation to hold 
the balance even and to regulate road con- 
ditions.

Its unanimous report was made in 


preposals, for they have been before you in 
detail, but its essential features are that each 
class of road user should defray the road 
costs attributable to its use, that a licensing 
system should ensnra freedom from abuse in 
overloading, wage conditions, @xcessive wéar 
and congestion of the roads These are the 
minimum conditions of a sane system, They 
would do something to redress the existing 
balance against the railways, but by them- 
selves they do not by any means complete the 
process. For the freight motor service can 
ick and choose its traffic, need not publish 
its rates, has no obligation to treat all its 
customers alike, and conducts its business 
without specific responsibility to trade and 
industry. Proper piovisions for dealing with 
these features were recommended in the 
Salter report. It is t+ be hoped that the 
Government in its forthcoming proposals for 
législation will face all these issues fairly and 
squarely, without undue nervousness about 
upsetting those interests which have wrongly 
been allowed to obtain a grip upon the sweet 
profits of unbridied liberty te the detriment 
of one of the State’s chief assets, so long con- 
trolled bv legislative regulation For it must 
be remembered that even its existing at- 
tempts at remedving abuses by the Road 
Traffic Act of 1930 are largely abortive. 
This is not a problem peculiar to 
Great Britain — it exists all over 
the world. For example, details have just 
come to hand of the report of a similarly 
constituted conference in the United States, 
where, perhaps, the problem is most similar 
to ours. The recommendations have an 
almost uncanny identity with those of the 
Salter Conference, and the mesmeric miracle 
of agreement by the road representatives has 
heen again achieved, but they have not vet 
been repudiated by their own constituents. 


INFRINGING ROAD TRAFFIC. 

Ratiway companies are used to regulation 
and legislation, and public opinion would 
be scandalised if they consistently dis- 
regarded the law, but it has a lower stan- 
dard for their competitors on the roads who 
are not so well trained. It was hoped that 
the reasonable requirements of the Road 
Traffic Act would, in the public interest, 
be completely ubserved, but, unfortunately, 
infractions are very common, and the 
machinery for bringing offenders to book is 
entirely inadequate and works very unevenly, 
depending largely on the chance time that 
the police may be able to spare from traffic 
direction and from the discharge of less 
invidious tasks. There has been for some 
time evidence of a need for stricter super- 
vision to be exercised by the various authori- 
ties upon the carrying out of the Act by 
those whom it affects. In speeds, weight 
of loads and hours of duty of men employed, 
there are daily flagrant breaches, which, by 
facilitating the operations of our competitors, 
are unfair to the railway indertakings. 

In the interest of public regulation and 
the integrity of legislation we have drawn 
the attention of the various authorities, in 
periodical representations, to hundreds of 
actual instances of. “‘infringement,”’ illus- 
trating the manner in which the law is con- 
sistently being broken. This information 
has been systematic, detailed and well 
attested, and amoants in the sum total to a 
severe criticism of the existing state of affairs 
which we have continually pressed upon the 
Government 

When road profits can no longer be made 
with undue ease at the public expense, and 
the industry stands fairly on its own feet 
and not on other people's, then, perhaps, 
we may more exactly determine what is the 
true division of economic function between 
road and rail. 


THE POSITION IN LONDON. 

One important scheme forms a link be- 
tween the co-ordination and the pooling 
questions with which I will shortly deal. 
For the problem of the competing claims of 
road and rail will, it is believed brought 
to a new test of practical y under the 
London Passenger Transport Au , 80 
Íar as passengers are concerned, and much 
should be learned from this unique situation. 
It deals with the matter by way of the 
ea of receipts. “At present it. is very 
asa s for a main line company 
to incur large capital expenditure in de- 
veloping suburban lines with large terminal 
changes, with no assurance that the returns 
on which it would rely may not be depleted 
by mobile ‘bus and coach incursions into those 
developments, rendering the capital expendi- 
ture unprofitable. Under the Joint Com- 
mittee for the London area, the llity 


for meetin icular demands in lar 
ways will fall on both parties, á cc —g 


outlay will be made with the requisite assur- 
ance that it is the most economic and satis- 
factory and will receive its due protection 
from duplication of capital and uneconomic 
competition, while abstinence from railway 
outlay in a ‘particular service in favour of 
some other form, will be an agreed abstinence 
without economic punishment. This unique 
experiment in true co-ordination, through the 
pooling of the suburban receipts, will give 
rise, no doubt, to many difficult problems in 
practice, but it wil) be full of lessons as to the 
practicability of such devices, and is the only 
way out of the present deadlock so far as 
London ig concerned. The railways will be 
definitely concerned with the development of 
outer London by rail, tube, "bus and tram, 
and interested that it shall be carried out, 
without wastefol duplication, by the most 
appropriate method, and the pooling of re- 
ceipts is the means which enables this co- 
operation to be secured.

No 
doubt, a few years ago public opinion was 
such that any radical schemes of this nature 
would have been hotly opposed and suspected 
by industry, but that opinion has developed 
in the direction of doubting the wisdom in al! 
cireumstances of unchecked uneconomic com- 
petition, with its waste of capital resources, 
and this change found some reflection in the 
report of the Royal Commission on Transport. 
In May last, the Minister of Transport ap- 

inted a committee to consider the L.M.S. 
and L.N.E, schemes, and the proceedings 
aroused much public interest. In August our 

roposals were sanctioned by the Minister. 

eir main object was to eliminate the costly 
expense in connection with competitive traffic 
where the expense incurred was out of al! 
roportion to any benefit accruing from it. 

t was also designed to inerease public 
facilities. 

There are four genera] headings under 
which we may expect to secure economies ; 
(a) in canvassing staffs, including advertising 
and town offices; (b) by combining streams 
of traffic over certain routes which are now 
spread over two or more, and * eliminating 
whnecessary train mileage; (c) by combining 
terminal stations where convenient; and (d) 
by avoiding duplicate capital expenditure. 

While the process must naturally be 
gradual, for the problem of turning a com- 
petitive point to a co-Operating point is 
often one of intricate detail, we are already 
feeling the effect of the advantages to he 
derived from the arrangement. e public 
are also benefiting, for a large measure of 
interavailability of tickets by the respective 
companies’ routes also been introduced, 
and there is reason to believe these additional 
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recognise the importance of these changes 
and their inevitability in present economic 
conditions, we cannot possibly foresee their 
full implications or the modifications which 
they may ultimately make in our operating 
and organisational problems. 


THE WAGES PROBLEM. 

We have now to face the situation created 
hy a breakduwn m our wage conciliation 
piocedure, with its possibly important con- 
sequences for the future of the industry. The 
alternative resort to the torcible methods ef 
the atrike and the lock-out are not to Le 
thought of lightly and wantonly, in view of 
the immense permanent damage which they 
must entail to both the wage-earner and tne 
shareholder in the lasting diversion of traffic 
and travel to the road. The wage-earner, :n 
particular, will find it difficult to extract per- 
manent advantage out of such action, even if 
the immediate result might appear to favour 
him. Apart from wages on capital work, 
55 per cent. of our revenue receipts is paid 
away in wages, and, if those gross receipts 
are permanently dameged, nothing can pos- 
sibly obviate damage to the wage fund 
itself, For traffic once diverted is difficult to 
recover. Once a manufacturer has been 
badly disturbed in his arrangements, and in- 
duced to secure his own road vebicles 
to ‘protect himself from the dire results 
of that way of settling our troubles, 
his inelination, and still more his 
power, to revert at short notice to +o 
undependable an agency, must he severely 
affected. We ought to secure and maintain 
a good machinery for conciliation merely on 
grounds of mutaal self-preservation. 


NATIONAL WAGES BOARD. 

The machinery of the Railways Act in the 
Central and National Wages Board has 
often been vaunted as a highly successful 
development of such agencies for peaceful 
settlement of disputes, held up for emulation 
by other industries. It may well be that 
it is not an ideal constitution and had within 
it, from the start, the seeds of its final 
trouble. But with goodwill, even a defective 
machine can be made to give satisfactory 
results, and a general understanding that 
we should abide by its conclusions might 
enable us to avoid worse troubles for some 
time to come. In the National Wages Board, 
however, the constitution is peculiarly liable 
to give consequences not sufficiently emphatic 
to carry conviction to unwilling participants 
in the dispute. The details of our recent 
application and the grounds of the claim 
have been put fully before you, and I need 
not labour them, In the result, a majority 
by one was in favour of making a change, 
and the highest common factor of that 
change was the finding of the Chairman. 
The railway companies, to whom that finding 
was inadequate, were prepared to go to the 
extreme in their effort to establish a con- 
stitutional result, and, therefore, to accept 
the finding in the sense of adopting it. The 
unions were not, however, prepared to do so, 
and the machine is, therefore, ineffective. 
But certain responsible leaders had given 
early indications, by their published utter- 
ances, even before the hearing, that no kind 
of change in the status quo, irrespective of 
the majority finding for it, would be in 
practice accepted, and so had, in effect, said 
that the statutory machinery was no longer 
to be acceptable to them. Even this might 
have been put on one side as tactical or 
irresponsible and not ultimately to be per- 
sisted in, but, unfortunately, the action of 
the railway trade unions in refusing to ac- 
cept a complete and arty “on majority 
finding from the analogous Board in Ireland 
confirmed the feeling that the machinery was 
becoming impotent as a genuine means of 
wage conciliation. We have to face a situa- 
tion, therefore, in which the instrument pro- 
vided by the Railways Act of 1921 is found 
to be entirely inadequate to the requirements 
of the situation, and as I started with the 
postulate that forcible methods of settlement 
were quite contrary to the common interest, 
we have to give serious consideration to the 
machinery and alternatives necessary to pre- 
serve the industry from self-destruction. 


STATE OWNERSHIP. 


It a rs clear that the problem is no 
longer CEC industrial one, but that the 
avowed intention of many is to force a situa- 
tion in which the railway personnel 
and its wage level, independent of 
economic merits, shall be fastened fairly 
and squarely upon the community in 
State ownership of one form or another. 
These considerations involve ultimate political 
aims and the theory of the State, and I do 
not wish to discuss them here, except to 
say that, to me at any rate, experiene: abroad 
of this solution, does not suggest that it is 
more commercially efficient or politically de- 
sirable than our own. For the industry 1s 
in vigorous competition with the road, air, 
canal and coaSting sea services, all of whose 
activities are responsive to large changes in 
the price level, and must ultimately respond 
in their rates and expenses and wage levels 
to large changes in the value of money and 
the cost of living. No power on earth can 
keep these competitors stable and fixed in 
the monetary expression of their rates and 
wages in a fast changing world, howeyer diffi- 
cult men find it to think of such matters in 
terms of monetary fluctuations, In the same 
way, no power can maintain railway money 
costs at fixed levels, without the railways 
being undermined and destroyed by these 
competitors, and the impossible is not made 
ultunately more possible by inventing a com- 
prehensive transport board which 1s to he 
responsible for all the railways, roads, 
canals and coasting vessels of the Kingdom. 
I come back confidently, therefore, to the 
statement that such an increase in real wages 
as has ben brought, about bvw the 
recent vast reduction in prices and the cost 
of living cannot be ignored, on humanitarian 
and social grounds, and yet at the same time 
the industry be kept in equilibrium with its 
competitors, whose costs are directly affected 
by such influences. If they do not lower 
their rates they lose their business, and have 
no w fund; if they do lower their rates, 
and not their costs, they lose their profits, 
fail to attract new capital and die of 
obsolescence or inanition. The application to 
the Wages Board was not a welcome one to 
make, but in our judgment it was a necessary 
consequence of the economic situation, Only 
a very early and considerable revival of in- 
dustry can possibly prevent that problem 
becoming of major importance. It is true 
that reorganisation, labour-saving devices 
and modernisation expenditure have enabled 
us to carry a large part of our load of work 
with a smaller labour force, but even that 
does not suffice to give us effective com- 
peting power. Those devices, valuable as 
they are, of the order of £14,000,000, have 
not been able to secure such a drastic re- 
duction of fares and charges as might be 


ive business, and a greater reduction of 
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your officers have made wita such conspicuous 
energy and success, and for which your Board 
give them the utmost credit, the development 
of pooling economies and the cost of our 
labour as measured in our wages bill. On 
these I have given you all the indications 
possible. As regards the second, the pros- 
pects of success in regulating the road traffic 
must be measured by your individual view of 
political forces an overnmental a a 
As regards the third, t MÉ sén gH! of trade, 
you have your own methods of judging. 
Tariffs may stimulate production for home 
materials in certain directions, but it seems 
improbable that these will compensate us for 
the very serious losses of traffic caused by the 
general restriction of foreign trade arising 
through the world disturbances. Passenger 
revenue is very dependent on the general 
trade conditions. Medium and short-distance 
travel at popular fares, and our natural 
facility to convey bulk traffic at a low cost 
per head, is being stimulated to the greatest 
possible extent. 

From careful enquiry made throughout the 
line as to trade prospects, the general im- 
pression is, whilst there is a certain feeling 
of optimism there is little tangible evidence 
of any considerable improvement in the im- 
mediate future. When that improvement 
comes I am glad to say that we shall be well 
prepared to march with it, as I am confident 
that in technical and operating efficiency the 
company is in a stronger position than ever 
before in its history. For we have en- 
deavonred to turn every emergency into an 
epportunity. (Applause.) 
Aiter some discussion the report and 
accounts were adopted without dissent, and 
the meeting terminated with a hearty vote 
of _ to the Chairman, directors and 
stail. 


RUBBER INDUSTRY IN 1939, 


SYMINGTON AND WILSON'S 
REVIEW. 


An exhaustive review of conditions in the 
rubber plantation industry in 1952 has been 
compiled by Messrs. Symington and Wilson, 
the well-known rubber and produce brokers. 

The review discusses the various factors in 
1932 which militated against a reduction in 
production sufficient to make some impression 
upon the huge total of world stocks. It 1s 
pointed out that each month during which 
outputs exceed consumption ‘‘ further post- 
pones the already indefinitely distant period 
when a full Jabour force can find employment 
in meeting the world’s demand for raw 
rubber.”’ ssa 

Changes in production and consumption in 
various areas during the year are reviewed, 
and pertinent observations are made in re- 
stocks. The review states that a small 
number of large American manufacturers 
have been cá acguiring rubber at the 
extremely Íow prices that have ruled, while a 

reater number of smaller manufacturers 
ha only been purchasing sufficient quanti- 
ties of the commodity to meet their current 


eds. 

INCREASED OUTPUT DANGER. 

The. last-named and also the majority of 
the manufacturers in Europe must, therefore, 
‘depend on market supplies for their require- 
ments from time to time, and this large body 
of consumers have always been accustomed 
to look on the stocks in the United Kingdom 
as their real reserve.” hose 

The review does not discuss the implica- 
tions of this state of affairs, but it is obvious 
that, should a small number of buyers con- 
tinue to take much greater quantities of 
rubber than they are actually consuming, a 
rise in rubber prices and, consequently, an 
increase in production may be brought about 
at a time when it is calculated to do most 
harm.

Even thope 
who have believed for some years that 
their chilblain days were over have 
réalised with horror that the swollen 
finger-4joint is teally a chilblain, and that 
the frantic irritation is as lively as ever. 
Like influenzo, chilblains have long gone 
their way unchecked by the medical 
science that has found.a cure for so many 
modern scourges. Every chilblain suf- 
ferér has a different remedy. One will 
believe, not very convincingly, in the 
water in. which potatoes have been boiled, 
msod as hot as it can be borne. Another 
will scoff at that remedy and will plump 
for methylated spirits, rubked in 
thoroughly. There are dozens of reme- 
dies, including capsules and large flat 
tabloids, but the chilblain scourge still 
flourishes, and its victims kave adopted 
an attitude of fatalism. 


St. Werburgh's Pulpit. 


“An exile from Dublin ” writes:—As 
an ex-chorister of the Chapel Royal and 
a member of a family associated for years 
with the worship in that church, I was 
most interested in the reference made 
recently in your “ Diary’’ to the pulpit 
in St; Werburgh’s Church. Your corre- 
spondent attributes its beautiful carving 
to Grinling Gibbons (1648-1720), and 
states that until 1877 the pulpit was in 
the Chapel Royal, but was then trans- 
ferred to St. Werburgh’s. 

This is hard to reconcile with the 
account I heard in my chorister days. 
Apparently a pulpit had been ordered both 
by the Chapel Royal and St. Werburgh’s, 
but owing to some mix-up in transmission 
the wrong pulpit was delivered to each. 
St. Werburgh’s were related to have been 
quite satisfied with the pulpit of which 
they accepted delivery, and not at al]! 
disposed to rectify the mistake. I cannot 
vouch for the accuracy of this account, 


| but it certainly seemed to many of us in 


the old days that the striking stone pulpit 
was out of place in a church where everv 
thing else was of beautifully carved wood. 
work (oak, if my memory serves me right), 
the altar rails being particularly fine. 
The coats of arms of the earlier Lor 
Lieutenants, etc., were depicted in panels 
on the splendid oak gallery. The later 
Lieutenants had their '“- arms” in stained 
glass panels in the windows over the 
gallery, and some who delight in noticing 
such things consider it significant that. 
when the last vacant panel was filled, it 
was so filled with the arms of the last 
Lord Lieutenant to hold office in Ireland. 

It would be interesting to learn what 
semblance of truth there is in the account 
I have given above of the pulpit in 
St. Werburgh’s. Unfortunately, I have 
no present means of making investigations 
myself; but, perhaps, your correspondent 
may be able further to enlighten us. 


Che Hayrick. 


Is the old familiar and €pic- 
turesque hayrick to pass into oblivion 
like the thatched cottage? Modern science 
appecgeely is determined to change the 
old order of things in the countryside and 
to give us something new; and the new 
and latest idea, I am told, is to substitute 
by a chemical process dried grass for 
hay. Research work at the Imperial 
Chemical Industries Experimental Station 
at Jealott’s Hill, in Berkshire, has re- 
sulted in producing dried grass with 17 to 
18 per cent. protein content, as against 
the protein content of only 11 or 12 per 
cent. of grass wilted into hay. The 
machine which is responsible for this 
transformation swallows the freshly mown 
grass, blows hot air through it, and 
eventually deposits the grass bright green 
in colour and somewhat brittle in 
character, 

If the experiments can 
a commercial proposition — and there 
Is no reason to assume that they 
will not in due course — then a revolu- 
tion in farming is inevitable; for the time 
will come when farmers will, individually 
or co-operatively, own their own drying 
plants, and thus the problem of winter 
feeding of cattle for fattening purposes 
will have been solved,

“ The Archeology and History of County 
Dublin’’ was the subject of a lantern lecture 
go at the Royal Dublin Society’s premises,

The lecturer explained that his aim was to 
show how the history of County Dublin was 
recorded by the monuments which were to be 
found there, They did not know much about 
the Stone Age in the county, but here and 
there, as farmers were ploughing, they came 
across implements of that age. A knowledge 
of metal came to Ireland AF 2,000 B.C.., 
and then came the Bronze Age—or rather 
the “‘copper”’ age; for the first metal im- 
plements were of copper. 

The Bronze Age terminated about 350 
B.C., and there was a gap in County Dublin, 
so far as monuments were concerned, from 
that time to the coming of Christianity. In 
order to get tin to make bronze, they had 
tu go elsewhere, and there was said to have 
been an Irish tin-mining colony in Cornwall. 
in exchange for the tin, Ireland sent gold. 
_Just at the end of the Stone Age was the 
time of the erection of the megalithic monu- 
meuts in Ireland. They could see in the 
delmens some kind of a belief in a life to 
come and some kind of an organised priest- 
liood, said the lecturer, after referring to one 
which had been found in Phenix Park. This 
had obviously been a tumulus, and contained 
two skeletons, a cup, and some shells, by 
way of yp tea for the future existence. 
One could do a great deal of reconstructing 
the story of the people by following the 
evidences of monuments in this way. The 
better examples of early church architecture 
in County Dublin were found in the 
Northern’ portion, but one of the best 


examples in the county was to be found at 
Killiney. .

T the Dublin Broadcasting Station to- 
night there will be a Studio perform- 
ance of Gounod’s opera, “ Romeo and 
Juliet.” This opera.is a favourite with 
Dr. O’Brien, the musical director, and 
studio performances for broadcasting have 
taken place under his direction many times 
in the past few years. 

Mr. Ben Williams, who has sung the 
principal tenor part in ‘‘ Romeo and 
Juliet ’’ here on several occasions, both in 
the Studio and with the Car] Rosa Opera 
Company, has been engaged to take the 
part to-night. Others chosen for the cast 
are Kathleen McCully (Juliet), W. J. 
Lemass (Mercutio), and J. C. Browner 
(Friar Lawrence). i 

The pulling about of classics of litera- 
ture to suit other than literary purposes 
did not begin with film producers. Opera 
iibrettists were busily engaged in that 
kind of work all through the nineteenth 
century. English romances and plays had 
a great attraction for them, largely, no 
doubt, because what we may call the 
‘‘ costume ” or “ period ” element in the 
novels of the author of “ Waverley,’ for 
example, were so useful for the needs of 
opera. 

The French composer, Gounod, was 
greedy, or,’ perhaps, just lucky in the 
““ books ” that came his way when he was 
writing operas. Best of all was one based 
on the most widely known piece of German 
literature, “ Faust,’’ and next best was 
one that keeps, for opera, quite decently 
near to Shakespeare’s “Romeo and 
Juliet.’ : 

As regards the latter, in fact, thereisa 
temptation to commend Shakespeare for 
having foreseen the requirements of nine- 
teenth century opera. Although he did 
not open his play with a ballroom scene, 
there is nothing easier than to make the 
desired change, so as to have a crowded 
opening scene and an occasion for a gay 
chorus and some ballet. Again, when 
Shakespeare wrote Mercutio’s ‘‘ Queen 
Mab ” speech, he must have meant to 
keep the place warm, so to speak, for a big 
aria for the operatic Mercutio. 

His balcony scene is plainly the text of 
a great duct for the principal singers. He 
forgot, however, that an opera on this sub- 
ject must have another duet in the last 
act, and some re-arrangement of the order 
of events near the close of the play was 
wanted before the “ book ” was ready for 
the composer. 

While it lasts, the effect of Gounod’s 
melodious and skilfully designed music 
overcomes dislike of the  librettist’s 
licence. It is a very charming opera.

RAULEIN LILI KORBER travelled 
extensively for ten months in Russia 
before she took employment as a manual 
worker in the great Putilov works at 
Leningrad. She laboured at a drilling 
machine for two months, July and August, 
1931, forming contacts with her. fellow- 
workers, sharing all the pleasures and 
pains of the Soviet citizenry, helping to 
turn out levers for tractors that the first 
Five Year Plan might be accomplished, 

Unless Fraulein Kérber has drawn a 
her imagination to a quite remarkable ex- 
teut, her book, ddmirably written in the 
form of a diary, 18 a document of the 
highest importance to anyone who wishes 
to know what is happening in Russia, It 
is not the record of a mere observer of the 
Soviet system, but of one who for two 
months was part and parcel of that system 
—who lived the life and, to a very large 
éxtent, shared the sentiments of the 
average girl factory-worker in Leningrad. 
She responded to the enthusiasms of the 
Communist shock-brigades ; she felt a pang 
of disappointment when her first month of 
work brought her only 65 roubles, as com- 
pared with the 125, 150 and 175 roubles 
earned by the more skilful. She enjoyed, 
and made full use of, her day of rest (the 
five-day week, changed more recently to a | 
six-day week, was in force during her 
time); she appreciated the difficulty of 
obtaining sleep in a workers’ community 
house, which, owing to the system of day 
and night shifts in Russian factories, was 
almost perpetually noisy; she shuddered 
at the horrible efficiency of a State abor- 
tion clinic; she fell in and out of love, as 
we do in capitalist countries ; and she was 
sad, at the end of her two months’ stay, 
to leave her comrades—and, significantly, 
her machine, 

To read Fraulein Kérber’s diary, whose 
descriptive power is the greater because 
she has refrained from comment, leaving 
the reader to form his own conclusions, is 
to be convinced that a spirit has arisen 
in Russia. which, unless something 
occurs to shatter it—it is too 
strong to be merely diverted — must 
have a tremendous influence on future 
history. How far her experience 
in the Putiloy Works mirrors conditions 
throughout the larger Russia we do not 
know ; but certainly, if Fraulein Kérber 
has represented her experience faithfully, 
a new and high doctrine of work exists 
among the Russian proletariat. There is 
only one spirit in history to compare with 
that which animates these workers—the 
spirit of the Crusades. Work is ,not 
mérely something that must be done for 
the sake of a living; it is the interpreta- 
tion of a gospel, the fulfilment of a vital 
function. ‘‘ Alexiev! On the 23rd you 
slept for five hours during the third shift! 
Give the State back those stolen hours by 
shock work !’’ read a notice on the wall of 
-). the works; and Alexiev did so. To shirk 
Jabour in the Soviet Union, one gathers 
from Friulein Kérber, is not, as it too 
frequently is in Ireland, something to be 
proud of—‘‘ one up on the boss.” It is 
a moral sin, paid for by the sinner’s con- 
science, 

Even the children are imbued with this 
crusading urge. “TI am of the opinion,” 
says a small girl, a member of the local 
Pioneets’ Club, “ that the c!1ss-conscious- 
ness of our mothers leaves much to be de- 
sired.’’ The mothers, fearing that their 
children would catch cold, had tried to 
keep them from their work.

Committee of "Riain: which had been 
chosen to pass a final judgment on the | C8n 
Manchurian issue. Immediately after the 
decision Japan fulfilled her 
threat to retire from the League if: the 
verdict should go against her. Her 
delegates walked out of the Assembly, and 
Japan refuses to remain a member of 
the League. Her schism is exceedingly 
unfortunate; for it means that now a 
third great nation, in addition to the 
United States and the Soviet Union, is 
outside the ambit of Geneva, and that 
the League’s authority to speak for the 
world is diminished in a proportionate 
degree. Nevertheless, the Assembly could 
not have acted otherwise. If—whether 
through reluctance to permit Japan’s 
secession or for any other reason—it had 
refused ,to accept the findings of the 
Lytton Commission and of the Committee 
of Nineteen, it would have ceased at once 
to be a force in world affairs. As matters 
stand, the world’s failing confidence in 
Geneva is restored. She has been con- 
fronted with a great crisis—the first real 
crisis in her history—and she has over- 
come it. The result of her steadfastness 
may be treble confusion, wrath and 
vengeance, but it creates the first tangible 
prospect of the international reign of 
law. 

The League of Nations has passed 
judgment; its next task is to enforce 
its judgment. If Japan's secession 
makes. any difference at all; it merely 
intensifies her unwillingness to be 
bound by the pledges that she gave 
at Geneva. The sanctions of Article 
16 of the Covenant are potent not only 
against a recalcitrant member of the 
League, but against any Power which pre- 
fers war to arbitration. Japan failed to 
request Geneva’s arbitration before she 
resorted to war, and when that arbitration 
had been requested by China, Japan 
refused to accept it. To-day, in defiance 
of the League’s authority, Japanese troops 
are pushing southwards into Chinese 
territory. Their object is to add the 
Province of Jehol to Japan’s puppet State 
of Manchukuo, which Geneva has declined 
to acknowledge. The formal assault began 
on Thursday night, after three days’ bomb- 
ing of villages in Jehol by Japanese air- 
craft, and was in full operation yesterday 
at the very moment when the delegates from 
Tokyo, still protesting the righteousness of 
their cause; withdrew from the Assembly. 
It is certain that one of the bloodiest 
battles of modern times will be fought in 
Jehol before many days have passed. The 
Chinese are resolved to maintain their 
rights to the death; and, no doubt, they 
will demand that the League shall give 
effect to its judgment by means of the 
sanctions of Article 16. What answer will 
the League make to this demand? 

Article 16, interpreted for the present 
issue, ordains, first, that the members 
of the League shall sever all commercial 
and financial relations, and shall abandon 
all intercourse, with Japan. In the next 
place, the League is authorised to require 
from its members such naval and military 
forces as may suffice to “ protect the 
covenants.’’ Either of these sanctions— 
economic boycott or military operations by 
the League—must reduce Japan to her 
knees within a ver~ short time; but it is 
most improbable that either will be 
needed. Japan is likely to realise that 
the sentiment of the whole world is against 
her—in this matter the United States is 
at one with Geneva—and to abate her 
preposterous claims upon Manchuria an? 
Jehol. One restriction, however, must be 
imposed upon the members of the League, 
whether or not the full sanctions of the 
Covenant are invoked. Any nation that 
suffers the export of arms to Japan to-day 
ia committing an offence against the 
League’s judgment. The fact that several 
Powers are disputing this question suggests 
that they are not fully alive to their 
responsibilities as members of the League ; 
and yesterday’s decision by the Assembly 
ought to be a determining factor in their 
attitude. The export of arms must be 
stopped at once—if, indeed, it has begun 
on any serious scale; and the next step, 
if Japan remains obdurate, will be to 
exercise the powers of economic blockade 
sanctioned by the Covenant. Japan's 
further refusal to abide by the verdict of 
the nations must be punished by every 
sanction which’ the nations can employ.

Morals and Mystery. 


Since public morals are every decent 
citizen’s concern, tlie letter, in another 
column, from the Reverend R. 8. Devane, 
S.J.,. deserves wide attention. It deals 
with the nuisance and menace of the cheap 
dance-halls which have become numerous 
throughout the Free State. They are 
thronged nightly by young men and girls— 
too often, under no sort of supervisic: — 
with results. that the clergy and 
magistrates deplore, but, in_ present 
circumstances, cannot - avert. Father 
Devane asks that the State shall take 
measures to check this growing evil, 
which, unfortunately, is only one aspect 
of a very grave problem. There is no 
doubt that, during recent years,. the 
former standards of public and private 
morality in this country have not been 
maintained. Here, as in other lands, the 
increasing insignificance of the home, the 
decline of parental responsibility, the dis- 
like of steady work (or the lack of it) 
and the universal desire for amusement 
have made many young people careless ul 
the old virtues and the old self-respect. 
Illegitimate births have increased; con- 
cealment of birth has become a frequent 
offence; the newspapers, in their reports 
of criminal proceedings, bear almost daily 
witness to this growth of moral laxity. 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government, indeed, took 
alarm, and, suspecting weaknesses in the 
law, appointed a well-chosen Commission 
of Inquiry into the working of the 
Criminal Law Amendment Acts—<Acts 
which were designed chiefly for the pro- 
tection of young girls. “Then a strange 
thing happened. The Commission’s report 
was presented to Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment two years ago and was pigeon-holed ; 
and President de Valera's Government has 
kept it in the pigeon-hole. We besought 
its: publication some months ago, but the 
rest was silence. Now Father Devane, a 
distinguished member of a great. Church, 
makes a truly startling statement. He 
says that it is ‘‘ problematical’ if the 
report ever will be published—because if 
constitutes such an indictment of public 
morals. His view is that the public, if it 
knew the whole truth, as revealed in the 
report, would make an irresistible demand 
for the instant reform of ineffective laws. 
Why, then, does Mr. de Valera’s Govern- 
ment hesitate to publish the Commission's 
report and, with Parliament's help, to arm 
a Christian nation against the preventible 
assaults of vice?

The Storm. 


During the last twenty-four hours 
Ireland has had a taste of complete isola- 
tion, not through the agency of Fianna 
Fáil, but through the dictates of the 
elements. The blizzard which has ‘swept 
the country has been the worst in living 
memory. It has played havoc. with 
virtually all the telegraph and telephone 
wires, has paralysed the electric light 
system in certain parts of the country, 
and has caused very serious damage to 
houses and trees. In Dublin the effects of 
the storm were felt most severely. Heavy 
snow fell during the night and the early 
hours of the morning, with the result that 
roads were blocked, tramcars were 
delayed, and in some areas the streets 
became almost impassable. The hapless 
members of the Scottish Internationa] 
Rugby team, which was to have played 
against Ireland to-day, were marooned for 
many hours in Dublin Bay, as their 
steamer was unable to cross the bar in the 
morning. They must have had a most un- 
pleasant experience, and all those who 
remember the famous Ireland Scotland 
match of 1927, when the game was played 
in appalling conditions, will be glad to 
learn that to-day’s encounter has been 
postponed. The new date will fixed 
between the Irish and Scottish Rugby 
Unions. This is the first occasion on 
which an International Rugby match has 
been postponed in Ireland as a result of 
weather conditions ; but, even if the Scots. 
men had arrived yesterday morning, the 
ground at Lansdowne road obviousiy 
would have been “ unplayable.’’ We must 
hope that this latest visitation will pe 
brief, although weather reports suggest 
that another rod is in pickle for us,

CHARLEMONT HOUSE. 


ay 
Tet tenth annual meeting of the Friends 


of the National Collections was held 

yesterday at 65 Fitzwilliam square, 
Dublin. The Lord Mayor (Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D.) presided. 

‘Miss S. H. Purser read the annual report. 
It stated that the society barely held its own 
in membership, its total effective member- 
ship being 160. The new Municipal Gallery 
at Charlemont House, the report stated, 
would provide ample and excellent accom- 
modation for the collection now precariously 
housed in Harcourt street. It would also 
include a room suitable for exhibiting the 
Lane pictures, now in London.’ During the 
year 1932 the Dublin Corporation approached 
the British Government direétly, without the 
intervention of the Free State Government, 
and made a claim for the return of these 

ictures, the claim was rejected, and the 
ociety did not know whether the Corporation 
had any further measures in contemplation. 


CHARLEMONT EOUSE, 

“The satisfaction with which we regard 
the provision of an ample, secure and 
dignified repository for the Municipal collec- 
tion,” continued the report, “is marred by 
the mutilation of the facade of Charlemont 
House. This was one. of the finest remains 
of eighteenth century Dublin, It has been 
most injudiciously altered by the erection of 
a new porch. We do not understand how the 
City Architect—one of whose functions: it is 
to criticise the designs of new buildings 
erected in the city by private owners—can 
have consented to this piece of vandalism.” 


PICTURE PURCHASES. 

During the year the Society purchased and 
presented to the Belfast Municipal Gallery 
an early portrait of W. B. Yeats, by H. 
Paget; and also purchased and presented to 
the Cork Municipal Gallery a portrait of John 
O'Leary. The following pictures were pur- 
chased with a view of offering them to the 
Dublin Municipal Gallery :—Landscape, 
“ Butcher’s Broom,’’ by Mary Swanzy; a 
church interior, ‘St. Etienne du Mont,” by 
Lucien Simon, and a landscape by C. EF.

both in the civil and criminal side of the 
court. These cases are almost all attributahla 
to dance halls.’’ The Judge concluded | 
describing them as “the Devil's workshops.’ 

It is a matter of common knowledge tha: 
all over the country, even in the rem: 
districts, there are very many rural areas 
dotted with those commercialised dance halls 
The police and court records give irrefutah|e 
testimony to the intimate connection betwee; 
them and the alarming growth of sex: 
offences. Our county homes and resci: 
homes, filled with the young victims of ee 
traps for the unwary, afford overwhelming 
confirmation of this sad fact. 

The Report of the Committee of Ina 
into the Criminal Law Amendment Acts 
(waited for with deep anxiety for over twe!ve 
months by many social workers and by ma 
of the clergy) is such an indictment of pul 
morals, in which the dance hall holds a 
pivatal position, that it is problematical! if it 
will ever be issued to the public. If ¢t! 
were released, there would be such an out: 
that legislation would inevitably and imme 
diately result. 

The dance hall nuisance lies outside the 
Fe scope of these Acts, and falls withir 

art IV. of the Public Health Act. Recom- 
mendations have been made by the above 

Xommittee for the amendment of this Act, sc 
that there shall be general legislation for 
the country as a whole, and in addition 
special powers conferred on justices to make 
further local restrictions when this is thought 
advisable. What is there to prevent a short 
bill from being introduced immediately to 
implement the above recommendations, o1 
must we callously wait for the sacrifice of 
many more of these girl and child victims to 
the many-shrined Moloch of our country- 
sides before doing so” 

The advocates of the proper control of 
dance halls are by no means kill-joys. Dancing 
is a legitimate and healthy amusement when 
carried on under proper conditions. One can 
safely say that the type of so-called dance 
hall and the conditions of dancing that obtain 
In our country districts would not be 
tolerated 7 twenty-four hours in rural Eng 
land. The great lack of control and disc: pline 
30 pitlcastte in many of our young peop!e 
to-day is to. be attributed in no small degree 
to their associations with these dance halls 
and the late hours they, as a corisequerice. 
keep. Bishops, clergy, judges, justices; rescue 
and social workers—in @ word, all who havo 
intimate and personal knowledge of this 
problem—are unanimous. in their condemna 
tion of the commercialised, largely uncon- 
trolled, and in many areas unlicensed, dance 
halls which have now become not only a 
local scandal and a public nuisance, but a 
national and moral menace. When will some 
public-spirited deputy, or deputies, raise thi:

SPURIOUS U.S. BANKNOTES 
MADE IN RUSSIA.

NEW YORK, Friday. 


One hundred thonsand dollars’ worth of 
counterfeit banknotes, each of 100 dollars 
denomination, have been traced by the 
United States agents to Soviet Russia as 
their place of origin, according to the 
New York Times, 

The notes in question were passed in 
Chicago last month, and some of them 
have been discovered as far afield as 


(Dublin 21677) before setting out on any 
journey of length.

Very few of them suffered from the 
effects of mal de mer, and when they 
landed last night most of the team looked 
very fit, although tired after their trying 
ordeal. 
Much of the furniture and ship’s fittings 
were damaged by the storm and were torn 
from their seatings, but outwardly the 
Laird’s Burn showed few signs of the 
storm when it was finally docked. 


IN TOUCH BY WIRELESS. 


Throughout the day the captain of the 
vessel succeeded in keeping in touch with 
the shore by means of wireless messages 
which were received, and forwarded, by 
Portpatrick radio station.

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FISHING BOATS SUNK, 


Huge waves dashed over the break- 
waters at Howth, and flooded several 
roads in the vicinity. Three fishing boats 
were sunk at their moorings and another 
was damaged, while roofs were stripped 
of their slates and trees were uprooted. 
Business men living in Howth found them- 
selves in difficulties, as the district was 
virtually isolated from ,Dublin, the 
service of trams being very irregular. 
Clontarf suffered also, as the wind drove 
the sea over:the wall and flooded roads 
and houses. Vehicular traffic was com- 
airm suspended in this area for several 

ours. 


CROSS-CHANNEL BOATS. 


Tho mail boat was only slightly delayed 
by the storm, and the British und Irish 
boat arrived from Liverpool only a little 
after its usual time. Later in the day, 
however, a number of services were inter- 
fered with, including the Burns and Laird 
Line steamer, carrying the Scottish 
Rugby football team, and several 
cargo steamers, which did _ not 
arrive when expected. Officials at the 
Harbour Master’s office expressed the 
opinion that the storm then raging in the 
Irish Sea would increase, if anything, dur: 
ing the night, and that shipping at the 
Dublin quays would again find themselves 
in difficulties at the high tide. 

One unpleasant aspect of the storm is 
the possibility that it. may become difficult 
to obtain supplies of food and milk if 
the weather continues, Yesterday morning 
several of the dairymen failed to make 
their rounds, and in some cases citizens 
had difficulty in obtaining food supplies. 
Deliveries of bread were very irregular in 
some of the outlying suburbs, owing to the 
impassible state of the roads. 


ALONG THE COAST. 


GALE AND HIGH SEAS. 


I 


The strong north-easterly gale which 
Bprang up during the early hours of the 
morning along the County Dublin coast 
soon reached a velocity of over eighty 
miles an hour, and continued to blow with 
unabated fury all through the day. It 
brought with it from the Irish Sea snow, 
sleet and hail. 

When daylight came the coastline of 
County Dublin from the southern suburbs 
of the city to the outskirts of Bray lay 
under a thick covering of snow. ‘The 
houses which faced the full fury of the 
' gale presented snowy facades, and the 
white, powdery crystals filled every chink 
and cranny. Fallen trees and broken-off 
branches everywhere told of the velocity of 
the wind. 

Great waves swept over the sea wall be- 
tween Dublin and Dun Laoghaire, and 
the south-eastern section of the Great 
Southern Railways was flooded at Booters- 
town, Blackrock, Salthill, and various 
other points between Westland row and 
Bray. | 


RAILWAY SERVICES 
SUSPENDED. 


Seas that leaped over the station plat- 
forms at Blackrock, Booterstown and else- 
where soon covered them with driftwood, 
sand and seaweed. Soon the railway ser- 
vice, already much embarrassed by fallen 
trees and branches, ceased altogether, and 
from 11 a.m. no trains ran between West- 
land row and Bray. Shortly after five 
o’clock in the afternoon a service between 
Dun Laoghaire and Killiney was com- 
menced., | 

Owing to the seds breaking over the rail- 
way line between the Bray and Grey- 
stones Stations there was no traffic on 
that section during the day after the 
mail for Wexford had passed through. 
Passengers for Dublin who assembled on 
the platform of the Bray Station were 
conveyed to their business over the Har- 
court street line. 

At no time was the Dublin United 
Tramways’ Compary’s coastal service to 
Dun Laoghaire and Dalkey interrupted 
during the day. Fewer trams, however, 
were able to operate on the route, and the 
service was very much slowed down. 


BRAY FAMILY’S ESCAPE, 


Considerable damage to property was 
done by the storm in the Bray diatvict. 
A family named Cullen, residing on the 
outskirts of Bray, in the vicinity of Enhis- 
kerry, had a narrow escape from death. 
While the eight members of the famil 

were seated at breakfast a large tree, which 
had been uproote! Ly the pale, fell upon 
the house and destroyed one of the gable 
walls. Fortunately, the family escaped 
bow: All through the day the sex con-

The crew left 
the vessel, but the employés of the Irish 
Lights managed to moor her at the coal 
quay. Before this was mplished, how- 
ever, the little vessel's bowsprit carried 
away about ten feet of the railings along 
the sea-front. The schooner’s bow was 
damaged. 


COLLIER IN TROUBLE, 


A small steam collier, the Ben Seyer, of 
Chester, also sought the shelter of Dun 
Laoghaire during the night and suffered 
an accident while mooring. One of the 
crew, a young Welsh seaman, described to 
an lrish Tinves representative how one of 
the vessel’s twin screws had snapped and 
how, at length, the Ben Seyer was lashed 
to an already berthed collier, the Ring- 
wall, lying alongside the West Pier. 
“ However,” he commented, philosophi- 
cally, “ we were lucky to get in, wu ag 
ever.”' : 

Messrs. Hewitt’s pleasuré steamer, the 
s.s. Cynthia, also suffered considerably 
in the gale. She dragged her moorings 
and was thrown against the West Pier, and 
appeared to have shipped a great deal of 
water. ‘The Irish Lights’ relief steamer, 
the s.s. Ariadne, rode out the storm all 
day with steam up. 


BUOY ADRIFT. 


Some excitement was caused among the 
residents of the Martello terrace area, 
Sandycove, at about 130 p.m., when a 
dark object, tossed by the waves, was seon 
to be drifting towards the rock-bound 
shore.

FOREIGN PURCHASE, 


Advicés to hand ‘from Canada report an 
action recently tried in the Supreme Court, 
Ottawa, in which an informer sought to re- 
cover 41,800 dollars won by a subscriber to 
the Irish Hospital Sweepstake on the Derby 
last year. The Court dismissed the action, 
the case turning on the fact that the ticket 
had been purchased if France, and theJudge 
upheld the contention of the defendant that 
there was tio breach’ of thé: criminal code 
because the transaction took place outside 
Canada. 

Counsel for .the claimant argued that the 
bringing of the ticket into Canada was an 
offence, and also the sending .of it out of 
Canada to exchange it for the money. The 


Judge said that the ticket was purchased in }' 


I’rance and not in Canada, so that there was 
no violation of the Act. The defendant did 
nothing in Canada which would bring him 
within the prohibition of the section, and 
was not guilty of any offence,

following periods—that is to say, 
his pensionable service before he so

"service subsequent to that period. 


WITHHELD PAYMENTS. 


Where a person actually performed 
services and duties as a local officer, while 


by reason of Section 71 of the 1925 Act, 


and on account of ‘“ political activities ”’ 
he was not in receipt of remuneration from 
such authority, it shall be legal to pay to 
such person such sums by way of re- 
muneration not exceeding the amount to 
which he would have been entitled if he 
had been an officer. ' 

Section 7, which deals with payment of 
certain withheld remuneration, states :— 

(1) Any local authority may, within six 
months after the passing of this Act and 
with the sanction of the Minister, pay to 
any person who was an officer or servant 
of such Jocal authority during the whole 
or any part of the period which began on 
the Ist day of July, 1922, and ended on the 
30th day of April, 1923, and whose service 
as such officer or servant was interrupted 
during any part of that period by reason 
of his having being imprisoned or interned 
during the said part of such period on 
account of his political activities, the 
whole or any part of any salary, wages, or 
remuneration in respect of the said part of 
such period payment of which was with- 
held from him by such local authority on 
account of his being so imprisoned or in- 
terned.

THE AIR-BREATHING 
INSECTS.

ROFESSOR RENOUF, University 
College, Cork, discussed ‘‘ Some Pro- 
blems of the Seashore and Factors 
Concerned with them” at the inaugural 
meeting of the University) College, | Dublin, 
Natural History Club, held last night at the 
Science Buildings, Upper Merrion. street. _ 
Professor Renouf said that to a biologist 
every region, one might with truth say every 

t, on this earth suggests a host of pro- 
blems, either because it abounds with living 
beings, or because it supports relatively few. 
At the one extreme they could imagine a 
tropical forest of vast extent, at the other the 
remarkably small space at this moment 
covered by the tiniest show. In the one life 
teemed in countless forms, in the other 1: 
existed in such minute beings that very special 
metheds must be employed before choy were 
able to detect it. And the biologist instinc- 
tively asked: ‘‘ Why this difference?” 

Since life itself was fundamentally the same 
wherever it existed ee the wi os Nh oy 
the Equator, on the: bighest mountain ipeaks, 
in thea ths of hu ocean—and the basic re- 
quirements of al] living organisms were the 
same, it followed that this difference, and 
therefore the problems connected with it, de- 

nded upon the spot, the environment, 
itself. Consequently the region which pre- 
sented the greatest number of varying factors 
which effect organisms that may come under 
their influence must necessarily harbour the 
greatest variety of living forms, anl provide 
the biologist with a corresponding mass of 
problems. No matter what aspect of his 
science might claim the chief attention of 
any particular biologist, whether it were the 
original makers of torry tops, the private life 
of the cockle, the elusive structures within 
the cell, the inner workings of a plant, 
or the invaders of church roofs or of corn 
stores, he would agree that the region which 
answered these conditions as no other does 
was that where air, earth and ocean meet— 
the seashore.

IMMEDIATE EFFECT IN 
COUNTY DONEGAL. 


From Our Own CorRRESPONDENT:

Now that there has been the experience for 
three days of the effects of the Bread Impor- 
tation Tariff in Inishowen it can be said that 
the prospect of Derry or other Northern Ire- 
land bakeries disposing of bread at an in- 
creased price to cover the tariff is very small. 

As far as Carndonagh—which is the centre 
of the imported bread traffic to Inishowen— 
is concerned, drivers of Derry bakery vans, 
which offered bread at advanced prices, were 
in nearly all cases refused any orders. 

The matter did not receive any test on 
Monday, as all the bakeries had delivered in- 
creased supplies on Saturday. Many shop- 
keepers who took in extra supplies at the 
week-end, expressed regret on Tuesday even- 
ing that they had done so, as they found 
themselves with surplus stocks which did not 
clear off—although Monday was weekly mar- 
ket day and Tuesday was the Carndonagh 
quarterly fair day. 

The “ bread war” is arousing as much 
comment at the moment as is the rail strike. 
It was reported in Inishowen on Tuesday 
evening that an Inishowen bakery proprietor 
had made an offer to a Derry bakery firm or 
firms for the purchase of bread vans, as the 
consideration of transport was more a diffi- 
culty with the Inishowen bakery than was 
the possibility. of baking to the extent of 
local requirements. 

It is not known yet what prices Belfast 
firms will charge here. There is one bakery 
from Belfast which sends a van to Inishowen, 
but it comes only once a week, so it is not 
considered of much importance. 


SPENT £83 ON A RING. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT CASE, 


Questions about an unemployed man spend- 
ing £83 on an engagement ring, £29 on a 
birthday party, and the purchase of a gold 
bracelet were asked in the Croydon Bank. 
ruptcy Court. 

r. Charles Edwin Todd, of Hackbridge 
Lodge, Carshalton, attended for public 
examination, and it was said that his gross 
liabilities were £2,800, with no assets. 

Todd said that in 1925 he promoted a com- 
pany to carry on wholesale dressmaking, 
putting in it £2,000 borrowed -from his 
mother, which was still owing. The company 
went into voluntary liquidation in 1928, for 
the business was taken over by Lady Cecil 
Douglas. He obtained work for a time, but 
between 1930 and 1932 he had none, and lived 
with his mother, He was now getting £2 
a week as secretary to a social service 
organisation. 

Answering the Official Receiver, he said 
he lost by betting £225 in eleven months 
One of the debts was for a gold bracelet 
he gave to a friend as a Christmas present, 
and another was £85 for an engagement 
ring. The engagement was broken off, and 
as lar as he knew the girl still had the ring. 
An item of £29 for wine and hotel expenses, 
spent while he was unemployed, related to 


his birthday party.

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Parliament Opens on Tuesday : Substitute for 
Tramcars ; “Zco” Proposal for Bellevue. 
Musical Rivalry with Dublin. 


——C—- 


SE the Northern Parliament re- 
sumes next Tuesday it will not ba 
short of important subjects for discus- 
sion. Agricultural matters will compete 
with finance for pride of place in the 
coming session. The Government attach 
great importance to the new Marketing 
Bill, which will be one of the most com- 
prehensive measures introduced in the 
Northern House. In one sense it is a 
sequel to the Ottawa Conference, as it will] 
enable the marketing of produce to be 
controlled in conformity with quota 
import schemes which may be established 
in Great Britain and will help the Northern 
farmer to make the most « ffective use of 
the British market. The bill is likely to 
be submitted to a considerable amount of 
discussion, while the details may be the 
subject of adverse criticism. | 
A large section of the Northern farmers 
are pressing also for a readjustment of the 
finances of the Land Acts, which would 
enable a smaller annuity to be paid over a 
longer period. This is rather a compli- 
cated problem, as the land annuities were 
handed over by the British Parliament to 
the Northern Parliament when established, 
but were ear-marked for specific purposes, 
Any reduction in the annual sum received 
would cause a certain amount of financial 
dislocation, but it is not inconceivable 
that, with the co-operation of the British 
Government, an adjustment might be 
made that would relieve the strain on the 
farmers without loss to the Covernment’s 
finances. 
A railway and transport: bill is also 
- necessary in Northern Ireland if we are to 
keep pace not only with the British, but 
also the Free State Government. If there 
is one thing more than another that has 
been brought to licht by the present rail- 
way strike, it is the urgent necessity for 
co-ordination between rail and road trans- 
port, so that one method may not strangle 
the other. 
It is yr-~oured that the Nationalist 
members may return to the Northern 
Parliament. It is to be hoped so, as there 


are many urgent matters in which an- 


effective opposition would be vseful. 


TROLLEY ‘BUSES. 


It would appear as if the Belfast tram- 
way system, as it is now operated, is 
doomed, and instead of tramcars running 
on rails, they will be replaced by trolley 
‘buses, which will be able to manceuvre 
in street traffic. The main idea behind the 
proposed change is to obviate the heavy 
cost uf suaintaining the permanent way. 
Although there is no prospect of any im- 
mediate change-over to trolley "buses, a 
conference is to be held shortly between 
representatives of the Corporation and the 
Ministry of Home Affairs to see how it 
can be effected with the least disturbance. 

' 1t is suggested that as the permanent way 
becomes worn out it should not be re- 
newed. 

One problem that has to be solved is 
the cost of maintaining the portion of the 
streets occupied by the tram-tracks. At 
present this is maintained by the tram- 
way undertaking ; but, if the lines are not 
required, or removed, the cost would 
automatically fall upon the rates, as part 
of the general roadway upkeep. 


CIVIC _EXPENDITURE. 


Although the Belfast city rates have 
« been increased only by 1s. for the coming 
yeuar—lls. 5d. instead of 10s. 5d.—it is 
evident from the statement made by the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee at 
the special! meeting of the Corporation that 
extreme care will Live to be taken by the 
various committees during the next twelve 
months not to over-spend their estimate, 
or the city’s finances will be dislocated. 
Distress relief during the coming year will 
be met as follows:—£205,000 demand 
from the Belfast Board of Guardians; 
£140,000 represents wages of relief 
workers, and £26,650 represents loan 
charges when existing relief schemes have 
been completed. .. £65,000 will be required 
to give relief to men for whom no relief 
work can be found, and this will be a 
direct charge on the rates. 

The Northern Government is to pay 
pound for pound towards the wage cost 
of relief schemes, and the Corporation 
portion will be met by a loan, interest and 
sinking fund, which will be calculated on 
an 8 per cent. basis. As a method of 
financing the present unemployment 
situation this can hardly be regarded as 
satisfactory, and the Corporation is build- 
ing, no doubt, on the assurance of the 
Guardians that unemployment distress 
has reached the peak. 


“200” PROPOSAL. . 


Belfast citizens who have visited the ex- 
cellent “ Zoo’ in Dublin have always re- 
gretted that there is not a similar cduca- 
tional and entertaining spot in Belfast, 
which would provide a _ considerable 
attraction for young people. Conse- 
quently, the proposal to. establish a 
“Zoo”? at Bellevue and Hazelwood, 
the delightful park on the slope of 
Cavehill, has created considerable interest.

“BREAD WAR.” 


“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good,’’ is the comment of the Belfast un- 
employed this week, with the “ bread 
war ” in ful] swing. For several months 
a Belfast grocery firm, which entered into 
the bakery business, has heen selling the 
2lb. loaf at 24d. The Master Bukers’ 
Association members have responded to 
the challenge by lowering their prices fiom 
4d. to 24d. The firm has retorted 
by a further drop of $d. to 2d. 

There is every prospect of this little 
‘‘ war’? continuing for some time, so that 
those unemployed or out of work in con- 
sequence of the railway strike have no 
reason to oo aH as they are getting 
this main article of food at below pre-War 


| price. 


Potatoes, butter, margarine and bacon 
are also cheap at present, while eggs in a 
few months may again fetch only 6d. per 
dozen. The price of coal in Belfast still 
keeps above the Dublin price, and, if some 
benefactor would introduce a little spirited 
competition in this commodity, it also 
would have a benefi.‘al effect and relieve 
the strain, not only on the unemployed, 
but the large number of persons who are 
trying to make ends meet on reduced 
wages and salaries. 


DUBLIN SUCCESSES. 


The main feature of the Belfast musical 
competitions this week was the success 
achieved by Dublin and Free State com- 
petitors in the piano classes. Virtually 
all the prizes in these classes were won 
by Southern competitors, although they 
formed only a small portion of the tota! 
entries. This is the second or third year 
that the majority of the awards for piano- 
playing have gone South, and, naturally, 
the fact has caused a deal of 
comment, The real reason is that Dublin 
and the South follow a better tradition 
in piano-playing than the North, and this 
was quite apparent to anyone who listened 
through the competitions. 

It is singular that, while Dublin com- 
petitors win the piano classes in Belfast, 
competitors in the choir classes win in 
Dublin. This rivalry between the two 
cities is admirable, and, instead of being 
deprecated, should be encouraged in the 
interest of musical culture. It is gratify- 
ing to know that both the Belfast Festival 
and Dublin Feis authorities resist the 
temptation to have confined. classes, but 
leave the great majority of their com- 
petitions open to gé sag mi and in this 
they are rendering the highest service to 
musical advancement. 


TELEPHONE DEVELOPMENTS, 


The annual report upon the telephone 
service in Northern Ireland, issued this 
week, shows what an important part that 
the telephone now plays in the lives of 
the community and the quick and efficient 
discharge of business. There are 178 tel¢- 
phone exchanges in Northern Ireland, 
and the total number of stations on the 
system is 27,554, a net increase of 1,505 
over the previous year. Resident rate 
subscribers numbered 5,737, a net increase 
of 312. 

There is no doubt that the number could 
be greatly increased by a reduction in the 
rental charge, as many thousands ct 
people would instal the telephone if the 
fixed rent charges were more reasonable. 
There are several recent developments ot 
the service which are not generally known, 
A “shore to ship ” and “ ship to shore ” 
wireless telephone service is available to 
and from a large number of Atlantic 
liners. A new hand micro-telephone in a 
variety of attractive colours is available 
at a moderate renta] to harmonise with 
colour schemes in the office or home. 
Telegrams for transmission by telephone 
can be accepted at public telephone call 
offices. After continued experiments equip- 
ment has been provided on the Belfast- 
Dublin route which will permit of several 
simultaneous telephone conversations on a 
single pair of wires, This system 's 
capable of expansion, and it is hoped that 
it will result in great economy in line 
plant. i 

Progress is being made with the erection 
of the new automatic station in Belfast, 
and the provision of automatic call offices 


in rural areas has been farther extended.

The tne chimneys, nearly 200ft. apart, 
now support a massive metallic circle con- 
taining, in letters 40ft. high, the name of 
the Dye Trust’s founder, Bayer, spelt 
vertically and horizontally to form a 
cross—the sign appearing on many of the 
Dye Trust’s products. 

Some 2, lamps are used for the en- 
closing circle alone. The sign is visible 
for many miles, and the mechanics in 
charge of it move about it in a travelling 
cage suspended hundreds of feet above the

THE NEW HALL, 


The new Exhibition Hall will be of impos 
ing appearance, and will have its main front- 
age to the Lisburn road, from which there 
will be a curved carriage way to the main 


The building will constructed 


entrance 


in reinforced concrete, under the most modern | 


system, and will have a span, on the arch 
rinciple, of 152 feet. The length of the 
Pall will be 300 feet, and the height from 


the 4 floor to the apex of the roof will : 
he feet. 


The main entrance will be terraced, and 
the massive columns rising from the frontage 
line will add much to the appearance of the 
building, which will be a landmark, situated 
on the main road, between Northern and 
Southern Ireland. 

The administrative block of offices, com- 
prising the secretary's office and genera! 
offices, will be situated to the left of the 
main entrance. On the right, provision has 
been made for a post office, public telephones, 
cloak rooms, and waiting rooms, all of ample 
dimensions, At the other end of the hall 
restaurants and kitchens will be provided; 
also a platform for public events, with suit- 
able retiring rooms. Full provision has been 
made for stands for exhibition purposes on 
the ground floor, with power and lighting 
facilities for each separate unit. The stands 
pe will be uniform in type, and will 
ie le, so that, the grouná floor of the 
hall can be cleared to render it suitable for 
the holding of functions of various kinds, 

The ba ne floor, approached by four 
staircases, will have a council chamber, gene- 
ral committee room, members’ library, and 
writing room. The itions dividing these 
rooms will be portable, thus rendering the 
rooms available for use for concerts on a 
small scale, and for other gatherings fo: 
which the main hall would be too large. The 
balcony will run the whole length of 
the hall on both sides, and at the 
ends, and, being 20 feet in width at the 
sides, will provide further accommodation for 
exhibition press. Stands 10 to 12 feet in 
depth will erected there, 


LIGHTING AND HEATING. 


Lighting during the day will be obtained 
from vertical lantern lights, running the 
whole length of the step roof, and these 
lights, being provided with controlled glazed 


openings, will ensure gen ventilation of 


the building. Additional lighting will be ob- 
tained from the front and back gables, both 
of which will be glazed. Electric lighting 
of the most modern type, including a flood- 
lighting system, will be installed, and particu- 
lar attention will be paid to exhibitors’ re- 
quirements in the lighting of their stands, 

The building will a steam-heated, provision 
having been made for the heating of the 
administrative block and large hall to be 
operated independently. The main structure 
will be fireproof, and specia] attention has 
been given to the provision of an adequate 
number of exits, situated at the most con- 
venient points. The whole building, when 
seating has been provided, will accommodate 
8,000 people. 

This great hall, which will be one of the 
largest and most complete of its kind in the 
three kingdoms, will be eminently suitable 
for exhibitions of all kinds, thus meeting a 
need which has become most pressing in a 
highly industrialised province, where exhibi- 
tion space of a suitable nature has not been 
available hitherto. The uses to which the 
hall can be put will be endless. Northern Ire- 
land has never yet —, to hold a motor 
show on a large scale, for the simple 
reason that there has been no building 
capable of staging such a show to sén 
The local motor trade, therefore, will 
placed in a position to give a display of the 
various makes of car on a scale worthy of its 
importance. In addition to trade exhibitions 
of all kinds, the hall will be capable of 
housing carnivals, such as are provided 
annually for the entertainment of the Glas- 


gow public in Kelvin Hall; circuses, boxing 


matches. bazaars, fétes, and all kinds 
public gatherings. lt will be the “Olympia” 
of Ulster. 


TWELVE MONTHS’ WORK. 


Certain preliminaries have yet to be com- 
parted, but it is expected that work will be 

egun npon the new hall immediately after 
the Society's annual show at the end of May 
next, and the building, on which a la 
number of men will be employed, will take 
almost twelve months to erect. The work 
will be carried out by a Belfast firm, employ- 
ing local labour. e architects are Messrs. 
Archibald Leitch and Partners, London and 
Glasgow. 

The action of the Society in embarking on 
this enterprise at a time when employment 
is urgently needed will be once by the 
whole community. indeed, the prevailing 
need for work weighed largely with the 


Society in undertaking the scheme at present.

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IVEAGH TRUST. - 


THE TENEMENT 
BUILDINGS. 


- 


The trustees have issued their report and 
statement of accounts for the year ending 
31st December, 1932. 

The Trust was founded by the late Sir 
E. C, Guinness (the 1st Earl of Iveagh) in 
April, 1890, with a gift of £50,000, under the 
title of the Guinnéss Trust (Dublin Fund). 
In 1899 he obtained powers to acquire Bull 
alley area, and to erect buildings on it at his 
own expense, the eventual control and 
management of the property being vested 
b et of Parliament in the trustees 
| the Guinness Trust, but as a separate 
undertaking. The Iveagh Trust Act of 
1903 amalgamated these undertakings and 
gave the Iveagh Trustees enlarged powers, 
so that the whole of the m9 and the 
funds vested in them, from whatever source 
derived, might be administered as one con- 
solidated fund. 

The capital of the Trust now amounts to 

i . 1d., including the sum of 
£50,000 mentioned above; £157,435, the value 
of the Bull alley area land and buildings 
vested in the Trustees in 1903-1915, and 
£114,538 8s. 1d. net income from rents, in- 
vestments, etc.. 1890-1952. 

The demand for accommodation in Iveagh 
House showed an improvemént on the pre- 
vious year. There are in all 508 beds, and 
the average number of lodgers in 1932 was 
452.80 per night, the percentege of actual to 

sible lettings being 89.13. Lodgings can 
ve obtained by single men for one night or 
for a longer period. The charge for a sepa- 
rate cubicle is 5s. 6d. per week, and 10d. per 
night for shorter visits. | 

he Iveagh Play Centre eontains eleven 
classrooms and three large halls for drill and 
entertainments, etc., also rooms for the lady 
superintendent and teachers, and caretaker's 
quarters, with cloakrooms, lavatories, etc. It 
is open five evenings and one morning each 
week, except during holidays, for aside 
between the ages of 3 and 14, The children 
are taught dancing, singing, basket-making, 
mat-weaving, all kinds of needlework, draw- 
ing, pasnting, etc., and the total attendances 
for were 184,764 on 210 days—an 
average of 879.829 per day. In order that 
the building may be utilised as fully as pos- 
sible, the late Lord Iveagh endowed it with a 
gift of £10,000. 

The number of attendances at the public 
baths in Bride road (exclusive of the com- 
petitors and spectators at the galas) were 
40,619. There are 18 private baths for men, 
9 for women, and a swimming pond 65 feet 
in length and 30 feet in width. 

The tenement. buildings belonging to the 
Trust afford accommodation for 588 families, 
and they continue to let well. The «verace 
weekly rent per room, inclusive of rates, and 
covering chimney sweeping and the use of 
‘Venetian blinds, is 2s. 5d. 

A block of twenty self-contained tenements, 
each consisting of three rooms and scullery 
bathroom, is in course of erection on Kevin 
street site. 

The Trustees have continued during the 
year the arrangements made in 1916 whereby 
the tenants in the Kevin street dwellings can 
obtain coal in small quantities practically at 


cost price. 

On the 3ist of December, 1932, there were 
2,253 persons —e in the tenement dwell. 
ings. There were during the year 46 births 
and 25 deaths. The birth-rate was 20.41 per 
1,000, and the death-rate, including 4 deaths 
‘in hospitals, was 11.09 per 1,000. 
the Crumlin road site 118 cottage dwell 
ings and a shop with living quarters are now 
occupied, and four additional dwellings will 
be shortly ready for occupation. 

On December Sist, 1932, the number of 
persons residing in the cottages was 567 
Details as to present accommodation are 
given below.

Judge Davitt remarked that larceny from 
the Post Office entailed a term of penal 
servitude for hfe, in order to ensure the 
confidence of the public in that institution. 

In the case of Barry the penalty would 
be twelve months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour. 

_As regards Phelan, he felt he was respon- 
sible in a measure for the ruin of his relative’s 
career and for the sentence the latter had 
now got. Moreover, instead of accepting the 
blame and taking his punishment like the 
other, he had brazened the thing out to the 
end. For these reasons he would double the 
sentence the other man had received, and 
make it two years, with hard labour.
